EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

of a circuit board (8, 10, 11, 12, 12, 14, 15, 16) which will constitute at least part of a fluid cell; 
and positioning at least one detector (5) to detect electromagnetic waves (4) passing 

through the fluid cell (1) and situated directly downstream of an energy source (3) in said straight 

trench.
